The Selectmen have been noti- 
fied by the State Department of 
Transportation, that failure of the 
Legislature to provide additional 
revenue for the D,O.T, will mean 
substantial cutbacks in highway 
programs, which will mean an in- 
erease in local taxation for road 
maintenance. Due to lack of funds 
and a substantial increase in pave- 
ment marking paints, the road 
marking program will be reduced 


_ for the 1980 season. Plans now 


call for marking approximately 
4,300 miles of centerline and no 


- edgelines compared to 6,000 miles 


of centerline and 1,000 miles of 


 edgeline for previous years. Cen- 


terline markings will be limited 
to essentially routed highways with 
an average daily traffic volume of 
approximately 500 vehicles, or ov- 
er, except for very specific in- 
stances of high traffie volumes or 
high accident rates, Highways now 
designated as State Aid qyill be 
reviewed and some may be weclas- 
sified as Town Ways. Cuthacks will 
be made in the State Construction 
matching funds raised by towns 
in 1980, and only one unit qvill be 
matched «with State funds. At the 
Annual Town Meeting in March, 
Newry appropriated money for 
four units, with the understanding 
that each unit would be matched 
iby State Funds on a basis of $1 in 
State money to $1 Town funds. 

Also, loss of Town Road Im- 
provement Funds will mean addi- 
tional road maintenance money 
must be raised locally, Which will 
result in higher local property tax- 
es. Unless the Governor and the 
Legislature can come up with a 
compromise on State D.O.T, ‘fund- 
ing, Jocal taxpayers will face high- 
er tax bills next year.

STATE. D. E. P. TO INSPECT 
MUNICIPAL SOLID WASTE 
FACILITIES BY SEPT, 1 

Between ow and Sept. 1 all 
solid waste facilities used by Maine 
municipalities will be thoroughly 
inspected by the Department of 
Environmental Protection to deter- 
mine eligibility for participation 
in the Maine Solid Waste Manage- 
ment Subsidy Program, 

The inspections will be conduct- 
ed by staff members of the DEP’s 
Bureau of Land Quality Control. 

Bureau Director Hollis A. Mc- 
Glauflin said only those municipal- 
ities using facilities found to be 
“in substantial compliance” with 
Maine’s Solid Waste Management 
Regulations would be eligible to 
receive state funds from the Solid 
Waste Management Subsidy Law 
enacted by the 109th Legislature 
in 1979, 

Municipalities will not receive 
advance notice of the inspections. 

J£ municipalitiies knew in ad- 
vance We might not get an accu- 
rate picture of day to day opera- 
tions. Even if we wanted to give 
advance notices we couldn't logis- 
tically support a set schedule due 
to staff and fund limitations,"’ Me- 
Glauflin said. ;
